Fiscal Analysis

The bill would allow adriver education provider to provide the classroom portion of the course
through an alternative method of instruction that does not require students to be present in a classroom
and would require the Commissioner of Education to approve the method if it is determined that
testing and security measures are at least as secure as a classroom course and that the method allows
for the course to meet all other requirements.

The bill would allow the Commissioner to charge afee to providers when applying for approval of
alternative methods of instruction.
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M ethodology

The Texas Education Agency estimates the provisions of the bill would require two FTEs to review
and approve applications for alternative methods of instruction at a cost of $153,000 in FY 2010 and
$137,000 in each subsequent year. The Agency estimates that sufficient fee revenue, permissable
under the provisions of the bill, would be generated to offset cost.
